Riverside Portland Cement company 
last night.

p o r t i o n s of human bodies were found 
scattered for 1200 feet. 
Rescuers are 
working carefully on account of oilier 
dynamite, believed to be covered in 
the ruins. 
The quarries where 
the 
accident 
happened a r e three miles west of this 
c i t y . 
W h i l e 
all 
the details of Hie 
Tragedy are not known, ii is stated by 
Superintendent W . W . Poole that a 
premature explosion of a 500-pound 
c h a r g e placed in the quarry caused a 
second charge of the same size to ex­ 
plode, rolling thousands of 
tons 
of 
dirt, and rock down the mountain side, 
burying the victim s of the disaster. 
There 
were 
still 
six 
unexploded 
charges in the quarry and it was diffi- 
scult to get men to undertake the task. 
of rescue. 
Thirty men finally under­ 
took tile work. 
The force of Hie explosion was tre­ 
mendous, shaking houses in Riverside 
where there was rpal consternation. 
This is the first mishap of the kind 
that has occurred in the five years the 
plant has been operated. 
Latest Estimate of Dead 
It is now believed Blat from seven­ 
teen to twenty are dead in the ex­ 
plosion. 
Twelve are known to have 
perished. 
Many other workmen are 
.tnown to have been busy near the 
scene of tile explosion, and they are 
unaccounted for.
